• BEIRUT . - The “Lebanese Forces" 
Christian militia yesterday ordered 
its liaison office in Jerusalem closed, 
breaking links with Israel and paving 
the way for a fresh peace effort with 
its Syrian-backed Moslem foes. 

Militia leader Elie Hobeika made 
ins announcement at the end of an 
.emergency meeting of the coali- 
tions's ruling 10-man executive com- 
mittee. Hobeika also said he was 
.withdrawing his forces from South 
Lebanon to avoid further clashes 
with Moslems there. 

Israel Radio said last night thar the 
bason office here has not yet been 
informed about the closure. But the 
head of the office, Pierre Yazbek, 
left Israel two days ago, apparently 
for- Lebanon. The Foreign Ministry 
m Jerusalem declined to comment. * 
'Hobeika *5 move could improve 
relations wtih Damascus, which in 
turn.. could pressure its Lebanese 
■ Modem proteges into an entente to 
end Lebanon's decade-old civil war. 

Hobeika had made offers for 
peace with Syria and his Moslem 
rivals on May 9. when he was elected 
president of the Lebanese Forces’ 
Executive Committee. But Moslem 
leaders bave stressed they want the 
Christians to distance themselves 
from Israel. 

They are suspicious of Hobeika 
after Israeli allegations that he mas- 
terminded the September 1982 mas- 
sacre of hundreds of Palestinians and 
Lebanese Moslems in Beirut's Sabra 
andShatiUa refugee camps. 

Yesterday Hobeika also called for

Police say suspects planned attack before Jewish driver’s murder 

3 held in Arab taxi driver’s death

Three Jewish suspects in custody 
since Friday night for the 
assassination-style revenge murder 
of an Arab taxi driver on April 23 
allegedly plotted counter-terror ac- 
tion even before the slaying of the 
Jewish cab driver on April 21. The 
Jerusalem Post has learned. 

The three are a 24-year-old 
woman university student, a 20- 
year-old soldier, and a 26-year-old 
mechanic in the employ of the 
police. At a press conference last 


night, chief of Investigations Ami 
Fleissig said that more arrests “are 
possible." 

But Fleissig discounted theories 
suggesting that a “political organiza- 
tion” was behind the crime. The 
three are to be remanded into police 
custody today. 

. The three are likely to be charged 
within the next two weeks, police 
sources told The Post. The sources 
said the suspects have already recon- 
structed the midnight slaying of 
HnmisTatanji. the Shuafat cab driv- 
er killed by three shots to the bead. 


Seven suspects arrested for the 
murder of Neve Ya’acov taxi driver 
David Caspi are still in custody after 
their arrest on the same night as 
Caspi ’s slaying. 

The seven have confessed and are 
to be indicted shortly. 

The soldier, whose rDF issue assault 
rifle was the murder weapon, is the 
eldest dson of a Rehavia academic. The 
Hebrew University student is a Gilo 
resident, and the mechanif was re- 
cently accepted to the police bomb- 
squad training c ourse .

The Cabinet today is expected 
to approve a wave of steep price 
increases, rises in taxes and other 
economic measures. Several 
ministers, however, have 
announced that they will oppose 
the proposal to raise the travel 
tax to $500. andh' will propose 
instead to increase it to $300. 

Labour Party ministers have 
announced that they will propose 
their own steps, as prepared by Eco- 
nomics Minister Gad Ya'acobi and 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal, and 
that they will press for what they call 
a “comprehensive economic plan." 

The full cabinet meeting will be 
preceded by a meeting of the econo- 
mic cabinet. 

The ministers are expected to 
approve an immediate increase in 
the prices of subsidized goods and of 
fuel by 20 to 25 per cent, and to 
approve a further cut in subsidies for 
early June. 

The cabinet is also likely to 
approve a three-month freeze on 
government contracts and hiring in 
the public sector. In addition, it is 
expected to approve a ban on travel 
by ministers and senior government 
officials. 

According to government 
sources, the cabinet is expected to 
“compromise" on the travel tax. 
This will probably be increased to 
S300, and the present 20 per cent 
surcharge on tickets will be abo- 
lished. 


Some of the ministers opposing 
the tax hope that the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee will reduce it lo 
$ 200 . 

. The cabinet will also be presented 
with a proposal to raise Value 
Added Tax to 16 or 17 per cent, and 
to reduce income-tax rates. 

The Labour Party ministers will 
present the cabinet with a proposal 
to base income-tax advances paid by 
self-employed on their turnover. 
They will also propose that tax rates 
and National Insurance Institute 
fees paid by workers employed in- 
industry and the export sector be 
reduced, and that workers in new 
industrial firms in development 
areas be exempt from taxes. 

Ya'acobi informed Prime Minister 
Peres over the weekend about these 
proposals, and he later presented 
them to Finance Minister Moda'i. 

Ya'acobi and Energy Minister 
Shahal, both known to be very critic- 
al about what they see as a lack of 
coherent economic planning, are ex- 
pected to stress that the public must 
be presented with long-range targets 
and not with unconnected measures. 
Shahal said on Friday that the 


ministers will not leave the meeting 
until a comprehensive economic 
plan is approved. He added that 
Peres will address the nation after 
the cabinet meeting, and will explain 
(he decisions taken. 

Shahal said (hat any minister 
attacking the approved economic 
policy should be dismissed. He also 
criticized Moda'i for the declarations 
he made several weeks ago about 
savings deposits. “The public with- 
drew almost $250 million from sav- 
ing schemes after those declara- 
tions.*’ he said. 

Labour Party criticism of Moda'i 
and of the proposals drafted by 
Ya'acobi have created a climate of 
political tension on the eve of the 
cabinet meeting. 

Ya'acobi said in a radio interview 
on Friday that the question of 
appointing him finance minister “is 
not a relevant one.” 

Modai said in an interview yester- 
day that he is prepared to hand over 
his post to anyone who can be a 
better finance minister. 

“I will even advise him what to 
do," he added. 


166 Soviet Jews emigrated in April

Sixty-six went to 
Israel and the rest moved to Italy, 
pending transfer to other countries.

The Israel-Egypt talks in Cairo 
have made no progress at all on 
Taba. it was teamed in Jerusalem 
la>t night. But the Egyptian side was 
said to have been ‘very forthcoming’ 
on other disputes. 

Thus, the Egyptians have agreed 
with Israel on a timetable to permit 
5,000 Palestinian refugees from 
Rafah to be reunited with their fami- 
lies in the Israeli-controlled sector of 
the Gaza district. 

The refugees were separated from 
their families in 1982 when Israel 
returned Rafah to Egypt under the 
1979 peace treaty. 

An Israeli delegate, who did not 
want to be named, also said that 
Egypt h3d granted Israel permission 
to search for the bodies of 19 Israeli 
soldiers killed in Sinai in the 1973 
Yom KippurWar. 

The Israeli party, led by Director- 
General David Kimche of the Fore- 
ign Ministry and Avraham Tamir of 
the Prime Minister's Office, are ex- 
pected to return home today. There 
will be probably be further talks 
within a fortnight, this time in Israel. 

The Israelis went to Cairo hoping 
to persuade Egypt to agree to a 
‘hybrid' a rb i tration-cu m- 
conriliatron process for resolving the 
dispute over Taba beach, just south 
of Eilat. 

Kimche argued that a straightfor- 
ward arbitration, which the Egyp- 
tians are demanding, could heighten 
tensions between the two countries. 

It would also be costly and time- 
consuming. By introducing an ele- 
ment of conciliation into the arbi- 
ter’s terms of reference, Kimche 


contended, the two sides would en- 
able him to strive for a mutually 
acceptable compromise. 

But the Egyptian team to the 
talks, held at the Mena House Hotel, 
remained adamant that the Taba 
issue be submined ro international 
arbitration, with a predetermined 
deadline for its completion. 

There have been indications of 
Egyptian anger over what Cairo per- 
ceives as confusing or even mislead- 
ing signals from Israel. The Egyp- 
tians are said to have understood 
from Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizman, and later from 
Tamir. who both visited Cairo dur- 
ing April, that Israel would agree to 
sdarbitration. Later, however. Israel 
made it clear through American 
channels that it still wanted an ele- 
ment of conciliation in the dispute- 
resolution process. ‘ 

The Israel-Egypt peace treaty pro- 
vides for conciliation or arbitration. 
Vice Premier and Foreign Minister 
Shamir has always strongly favoured 
conciliation. Premier Peres, who has 
not shared Shamir's strong feeling, 
has nevertheless sought to 
accommodate the vice premier’s 
views in formulating the Israeli posi- 
tion.

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday ordered that employees 
who on Thursday defied a court 
injunction and closed the emergency 
rooms be prosecuted for contempt of 
court. 


The three hospital unions - 
nurses, housekeeping staff and 
administrative workers - jointly de- 
cided to ignore the injunction, which 
was issued on Thursday morning. 

It was dear Iasi night that the 
workers have no confidence in their 
negotiations and will press to the 
limit their demand that the 600 
vacant hospital posts be filled. 

Although the Health Ministry has 
given several promises concerning 
additional staff, a senior activist in 
the nurses’ union last night told The 
Jerusalem Post that “everyone is 
aware that it is the Treasury, and not 


Health Minister Mordechai Gur. 
that is making the decisions." 

Union leaders said last night that 
they will probably step up their sanc- 
tions today by continuing on 
weekend schedule, while the 
emergency wards will remain either 
closed or staffed by physicians only. 

It was not dear last night if the 
general Histadrut Nurses' Union, to 
which the Government Nurses' Un- 
ion is affiliated, will take action to 
back their government-employed 
colleagues. The matter, according to 
Histadrut offidals. “is under urgent 
discussion."

Three persons were killed yester- 
day when the car they were travell- 
ing in from Jerusalem to Tel Aviv 
struck the median strip near Sha'ar 
Hagai, killing one of the women 
passengers immediately.

Agents threaten strike 
if travel tax is doubled

TEL AVIV. - The travel agents 
association threatened Friday to 
stop providing services to both tour- 
ists and Israelis if the government 
doubles the travel tax. 

Association heads also told a press 
conference here that the new taxes 
will be a “death blow" to tourism in 
Israel. 

If a travel tax of over £5500,000 
is levied, association chairman Ger- 
shon Magon said, travel agencies 
will go out of business. He noted that 
some 20 agencies have closed 
already over the past year due to the 
decrease in business. 

Magon snid that during the past 
two years new travel taxes have been 
imposed six. times, from the $50 
travel tax introduced on April 1, 
1983 to the latest $150 tax plus 20 per 
cent surcharge. 

"Maybe the tax could be swapped 
for 30 days in prison before or after 


the trip - or with military reserve 
service,” Deputy Association Chair- 
man Ya’acov Kami said ironically, 
describing the tax as a penalty. 

Magon said the latest proposed 
travel tax is contrary to democratic 
principles of freedom of movement 
and will bring Israel to a state similar 
to that in communist stales. 

Magon stressed that most of the 
700,001) Israelis who reportedly left 
Israel last year were business people 
on tax-deductable trips and public 
figures, who do not pay from their 
own pockets anyway. These people 
will continue travelling, and the 
country will not be any better off, he 
.said. 

Members of the travel agents' 
association are to meet this week to 
determine the steps they will take if 
the government goes ahead with its 
plans to increase the travel tax. 

The services the agents are thre- 
atening to stop include hotel reserva- 
tions, car rental, and tours. 


Cabinet to consider proposal 
for resolution of Ata crisis 


Gaddafi in Sudan, urges coup in Egypt

HAIFA. - Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon is due to seek the govern- 
ment's approval today for a plan for 
resolving the Ata crisis. 

If the government endorses the 
plan, the sale of the bankrupt textile 
concern is expecLed to be concluded 
before the Tuesday closure deadline 
set by the Haifa District Court, The 
Jerusalem Post was told last night. 

The draft was thrashed out during 
the leangthy negotiations on Friday 
between Sharon and his aides, 
potential purchasers and Ata's credi- 
tors. Ata's receivers and the firm's 
temporary general manager Eliezer 
Peleg were also involved in the talks. 

The Post learned that as part of the 
plan the government will guarantee 
Ata’s debts, with the firm’s land 
assets serving as security. 

The potential buyers, according to 
the plan, would undertake to invest 
around $20 million in Ata to revital- 
ize the company and to purchase 
modem equipment. 

Ata itself would remain intact and 


would be sold as a concern, including 
its sewing workshops in Tiberias and 
the Galilee and the Teta retail chain. 

The Post learned that some stick- 
ing points remain over the amounts 
of interest owing on Ata’s debts to its 
creditors, especially, to its main cre- 
ditor Bank Leumi. 

Those who have expressed a wil- 
lingness to take over Ata include 
Clal. the Nasser brothers of America 
in partnership with the Swiss Maurer 
textile firm, and an unnamed Euro- 
pean group in partnership with 
Israeli investors. 

Haifa Labour Council official 
Avraham Hameiri, who is still hand- 
ling the Ata crisis though he did not 
stand for re-election in the Histadrut 
elections, said he was now "very 
optimistic" about the future of the 
textile concern and its 2,000 em- 
ployees. 

"If the government approves the 
draft it will be up to the potential 
buyers to make the final decision. I 
am confident that one or more of 
them will be prepared to buy Ata," 
said Hameiri. 


KHARTOUM (Reuter). - Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi arrived in 
Khartoum yesterday for airport talks 
with Sudan's new leaders and called 
for the overthrow of Egyptian Presi- 
dent Mubarak. 

He is the first foreign head of state 
to visit Sudan since the coup led by 
Gen. Abdul-Rahman Swareddahab. 

Ja’afar Numeiri. who was over- 
thrown by the coup and is now in 
exile in Egypt, had long accused 


Gaddafi of conspiring to overthrow 
him. 

Gaddafi, saying Egypt's turn for 
an overthrow would come, also 
pledged to end support for the 
Sudanese People’s Liberation 
Army, which had been waging a 
rebellion in the south aimed at forc- 
ing Numeiri’s overthrow. 

Gaddafi left Sudan yesterday for 
Jeddah, where he held a session of 
cooperation talks with Saudi Ara- 
bian King Fahd.

Lieut.-Gen. Vassily Petrienko, 
who commanded the Red Army di- 
vision that liberated the Auschwitz 
concentration camp at the end of 
World War II, arrived here Friday as 
part of a nine-man Soviet delega- 
tion. The deligation is to take part in 
celebrations marking the 40th 
anniversary of the victory over the 
Nazis. 

"I will never forget that day.’’ 
Petrienko, 73. said, referring to his 
arrival at Auschwitz, three days after 
the first Russian forces. Petrienko, 


wearing a Hero of the Soviet Union 
medal on his chest, was speaking at 
Ben-Gurion Airport. 

The general, who has served in the 
Red Army since the age of 16, said 
that he had been shocked at the 
condition of the survivors, for whom 
the Red Army doctors immediately 
began to care. 

The delegation will rake part in an 
assembly at the Red Army forest in 
the Jerusalem hills. Its seven-day 
visit is unofficial. (Itim)

Escapee shot dead

TEL AVIV. - An escaped prisoner 
was shot dead by the police following 
a dramatic police chase through the 
streets of the city before dawn 
yesterday. Tel Aviv District Police 
Attorney Nitzav Gabi Amir has 
appointed a commission to investi- 
gate the incident.

A 
scuffle developed, and the police- 
man fired a shot, hitting the suspect 
in the head. He died later in hospital. 

Police investigation revealed that 
the deceased had been a detainee at 
the police lock-up, after being 
arrested in connection with drugs. 
He had escaped and was being 
sought by the police. 


Hitchhiking-post bomb

The police spokesman last night 
emphasized that the mechanic was 
an employee of the police “and not a 
policeman.”

According to investigative 
sources, the three suspects discussed 
taking revenge for Arab terror 
attacks before the Caspi murder, 
and thus, the sources said, were 
well -organized when they decided to 
act. 

According to those sources, the 
police mechanic drove the getaway 
car while the other two travelled as 
passengers in Tatanji's cab from 
downtown Jerusalem to the Ma'ale 
Adumim road, where the murder 
took place. The mechanic is a resi- 
dent of Ma'ale Adumim, Tatanji's 
body was discovered not far from 
where Caspi s had been found two 
nights before Tatanji’s. 

Police emphasized that there was 
no familial or social connection be- 
tween any of the three suspects and 
the Caspi family, members of which 


had called for revenge at his funeral. 

The Post has learned that in addi- 
tion to the security forces, the milit- 
ary police were involved in the in- 
quiry. helping to identify the soldier. 

Fleissig. who declined to reveal 
specific details on the inquiry, said 
that similar Jewish terror attacks in 
the capital during the last two years 
have set investigative patterns for 
the police. 

The Post has 
learned, include studying IDF com- 
puter reports on missing army 
weapons; using underworld contacts 
on weapons' sales: and planting 
undercover agents in extremist 
groups. Once possible suspects have 
been identified, surveillance, includ- 
ing telephone taps is used. 

Aharon Fogel, who heads special 
operations for the Jerusalem police 
and ran the inquiry into the Tatanji 
slaying, was involved in the inves- 
tigations that led to the arrest of 
Yona Avrushmi. for the February 
1983 murder of Emil Grunzweig; 
David Ben-Shimol. for the rocket 
attack on an Arab bus in Jerusalem 
last year: and two Jerusalem gangs 
on trial for the sabotage of non- 
Jewish religious sites in the Jeru- 
salem area.

WASHINGTON. - Reagan admi- 
nistration officials yesterday sa«l 
they were satisfied with Israel s 
cooperation iri the investigation of 
illegally shipped U.S.-made kryt- 
rons to Israel. 

But The New York Times , in a 
lead editorial yesterday, sharply 
criticized Israel’s role in taking deliv- 
ery of the sophisticated electronic 
timing devices which can be used,, 
among other things, in atomic 

bombs, . _ _ 

On Thursday, the Justice Depart- 
ment indicted Los Angeles business- 
man Richard Smyth for exporting 
800 krytrons to Israel over a three- 
year period without the required 
U.S. government licences. 

Israeli officials have maintained 
that they were unaware that the 
krytrons required special licences. 
They say they are now prepared to 
return the unused devices to the 
U.S. ■ , 

“Sad to say,” the Times editorial 
said, “a confession of guilt leaps 
from these responses. The United 
States deserves better from an ally, 
and the cause of nonproliferation 
requires a concerned reaction.” _ 

The newspaper's editorial, enti- 
tled “Israel's Hand in the Nuclear 
Jar,” said: “Obviously, Israel has no 
innocent explanation. If the purch- 
ases were inadvertently illegal and 
for permissable purposes, it would 
apologize, state the purposes and 
request a retroactive licence, not 
propose giving back the goods. Re- 
turning uneaten cookies to a jar is 
not usually proof of innocence. 

State Department and White 
House officials, in contrast to the 
editorial, appear prepared to accept 
Israel's explanation - at least for the 
time being. “I can only note that the 
indictment does not mention any 


Israeli citizen,” said a State Depart- 
ment spokesman. 

He said the U.S. ha$ “expressed 
its concern to the Israeli government 
about this alleged violation of U.$, 
law” and had been assured that 
Israel will cooperate with the U.S. 
investigation “to the frill extent per- 
mitted under Israeli law, " 

The spokesman said Israel, had 

informed the U.S. that the krytrons. 
were used “for non-nuclear applica- 
tions in defence-related programmes 
such as laser range-finders” ant) 
would provide the State Department 
with “a formal written assurance 
that the devices will not be used for 
nuclear purposes.” 

“I can confirm,” he continued.- 
“that law enforcement authorities 
did request that the krytrons remain- 
ing in stock in Israel be returned, and ,- 
the government of Israel has agreed *' 
to do so.” 

An Israeli Embassy official ir 
Washington said: “I think the Amer- 
icans are quite happy with the way 
we are cooperating with them.” ;* 

The Washington Post reported on 
Friday that at least one agent of the 
U.S. Customs Service visited Israe 
in recent weeks to investigate the 
role in the affair of Israeli business- 
man and film-producer Amon Mil- 
chan. 

Mil chan, who was not named ir. 
the indictment on Thursday, has 
been linked to Smyth's Milco Inter- 
national Inc. Milchan is also, in- 
volved in a Tel Aviv trading com- 
pany called Heti, which is owned by 
Milchan Brothers. 

According to the indictment. Mil- 
co International sold the 800 kryt- 
rons to Heli which later sold them ic 
the Israeli Defence Ministry. 

In an interview publshed yester- 
day in The New York Times, Mil- 
chan denied any wrongdoing. _ 


Motorcyclists protest: 
Police attacked us first

TEL AVTV. - “We are not a gang, 
but respectable people, and we did 
not attack the police - the police 
attacked us,” a spokesman for the 
motorcyclist group involved in last 
Tuesday night’s street brawl with the 
police said yesterday. 

The speaker, an architect in his 
30s, denied police reports that one of 
the motorcyclists began beating a 
policeman who had told him to re- 
move his bike from the sidewalk. 

“When the police arrived, we all 
ran to remove our bikes from the 
sidewalk. One cyclist did refuse, and 
told the policeman to write him a 
traffic ticket. The policeman began 
pushing him and calling him names. 
When tiie man pushed him back, the 
policeman hit him on the head with 
his walkie-talkie and kicked him. At 
this point, all the cyclists standing 
around tried to hold the policeman 
back. No one tried to hurt him. they 
just wanted to give their friend a 
chance to get away. But the second 
policeman drew his pistol and aimed 
it at “Harley” (the nickname of the 
cyclist). 

The cyclists knocked the police- 
man's arm upwards, to prevent him 
from shooting their friend, the 
speaker said. The policeman shot in 
the air, even though according to the 
spokesman, people were standing on 
the balconies watching the fight.

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Mobutu ends visit, asks Israel to honour pledges

TEL AVIV. - Zaire's President 
Mobutu Sese Seko ended a six-dav 
visit here on Friday publicly insisting 
that Israel honour promises it had 
.matte to his country. 

Mobutu, who was addressing a 
pros conference at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port indicated that he expects the 
Israeli government to see to it that 
businessmen invest in Zaire - and 
that it is Israel ’s problem to find ways 
to do so. 

, “When a state assumes a responsi- 
bility towards a sovereign African 
nation... I think it (makes) a solemn 
promise which binds it. It's not up to 
Zaire to tell it what it should or 
shouldn't do. Respecting a word of 
honour is very important." he 
stated. 


Although he did not spell this out, 
Mobutu was undoubtedly alluding to 
his complaint, reportedly made in 
closed meetings here, that Israel bad 
failed to honour promises to Zaire. 

Anel Sharon, who had visited 
Zaire as defence minister, is said to 
have promised $8 million credit for 
arms purchases if Zaire agreed to 
renew diplomatic relations with 
Israel. Israel is also said to have 
promised to guarantee investments 
in civilian projects in Zaire. 

Mobutu's remarks did not confirm 
speculation that he would help Israel 
renew diplomatic relations with 
additional black African countries, 
(Israel has diplomatic ties in black 
Africa only with Zaire. Swaziland, 
Lesotho, Botswana. Malawi and 
Liberia). 


“It's not for me to do that," he 
said in reply to a question. “I can t 
do Israel’s work. .You have a head of 
state, a government, foreign minis- 
try officials who are paid to do that." 

However he strongly defended 
Zaire’s renewal of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel. “Everyone is free 
and sovereign in Africa and we, too. 
are sovereign and independent... 
We don’t have to solicit anyone’s 
advice - whoever it is," he stated. 

But he hastily added he was speak- 
ing for Zaire only and “not for other 
African countries.” 

Mobutu prefaced his remarks by 
thanking his hosts for their hospital- 
ity adding he had sensed here “a 
profound friendship, " 

“We felt really at home, with 
friends, because everything was 


done to make our stay really com- 
fortable/’ he said.” 

Mobutu's host. President Herzog, 
returned the compliment, adding he 
was sure the visit strengthened the 
ties between the two countries and 
“opened new horizons for Israel in 
Africa.” 

Mobutu then drove to the waiting 
honour guard and shook the hand of 
Prime Minister Peres and dignitaries 
who had come to bid farewell. 

Just before boarding the steps to 
the Air Zaire DC-10, the army band 
played both national anthems as can- 
nons fired a 21-gun salute in the 
background. Four Kfir jet-fighters 
flew overhead, Mobum climbed to. 
the plane’s steps and waved his 
carved cane bearing the image of a 
nude pregnant woman. 


As 500 more take boat from Haifa to Beirut 

‘Jeajea left us in lurch/ Christian refugees say

HAIFA. - “Don't forget us,” a Christian 
Lebanese refugee said on Friday afternoon as be 
boarded a Lebanese vessel here to go to Beirut. 
“You are our only real hope.” 

He was one of 500 young Christian Lebanese, 
from the Sidon-Jezzine area who left Haifa on 
board the Charlie I. A fortnight earlier, 900 
refugees from the same area went to Beirut by that 
route after they had fled from their villages to 
IDF-controlled territory. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned that of the 

12.000 refugees still in the security zone, about 

1.000 have already registered with the IDF liai- 
son unit for evacuation to Beirut, as the highway 
north is dosed to them. 

The IDF has been bringing the refugees to the 
Haifa port through Metulla, in chartered 
buses. Three sick people were conveyed in an 
ambulance. 

Friday's refugees, mainly young men, said they 
felt “betrayed by the Christian world and by Samir 


Jeajea.” who had briefly put bimself ar the head of 
the Phalangists. 

Several young men said Jeajea visited their 
villages several weeks ago and ordered them to 
attack the Ein Hilwe Palestinian refugee camp in 
Sidon, but later “left us in the lurch, without 
weapons or tanks. He assured us that be had 
reached 'agreements' with both the Syrians and 
the IDF that we would not be attacked, once the 
fDF left. He went away with bis men and all their 
weapons to Beirut one evening, and before the 
night was out, our villages were overrun by the 
Moslems and the Druse. ” 

One young man with an artificial leg who spoke 
Hebrew said he had been in Maj. Sa r ad Hadad's 
army and had lost his leg to an anti-personnel mine 
in 1976. He said he was given the artificial limb in 
an Israeli hospital, and had trained with the IDF. 

He was bitter about the wide press coverage of 
the refugees as they boarded the ship: “Nobody 
remembered us last month when we stood alone 
without arms faring the hordes,” he said, “we 
could do nothing but run away.” 

A 28-year-old electrical engineer wearing a gold 


watch and several jewelled rings, said he was from 
Leba'a, near Jezzine. He said he worked in Saudi 
Arabia, ‘but the Saudis bad run out of money and 
he bad 'come home' just one month before we 
were driven out again." 

MK Amnon Linn (Alignment), who came to 
the dock to witness the evacuation, was recog- 
nized by several of the refugees whom he had 
visited in their villages since 1982. “Only last year 
I was received in a sumptuous villa by this family in 
the Karroub. now they are refugees with a couple 
of suitcases/' he said. 

One man who had several Israeli banknotes 
unsuccessfully attempted to give them away be- 
cause he thought “they will do me no good and 
possibly much harm .” 

The refugees were met in the port by navy 
personnel who offered them cold drinks and cake, 
and distributed sweets to the many children. 

The evacuation was delayed for several hours as 
the ship had had engine trouble which was re- 
paired at sea on the way from Beirut. It is expected 
Chariie I will return shortly to feny more refugees 
to Beirut.

Hoot canal’ found on Nabatean skeleton

Archeologists have recently disco- 
vered what is probably the first evi- 
dence of root-canal work ever per- 
formed - in the skeleton of a Naba- 
tean man who lived in the third or 
second century B.C.E. 

The Education Ministry, which 
recently announced the discovery of 
the skeleton in the northern Negev, 
said archeologists were first intri- 
gued by the green colour of one of its 
teeth. An X-rav revealed that a 


bronze pin. some 25mm. long, had 
been inserted into the tooth cavity. 

The operation was apparently a 
success, and the tooth held until the 
a man died in his forties. 

The Ministry points out that den- 
tal treatment goes bade a long way, 
with the first proved case discovered 
on an Egyptian skeleton from the 
third millennium BCE. Four of that 
skeleton’s teeth were found bound 
with a gold wire - history’s first 
example of a dental “bridge.”

TEL AVIV. - Some 15 per cent of 
cargo flown over the Atlantic is 
carried on El A1 planes, company 
managers told reporters here last 
week. 

The total volume of cargo El A1 
carried increased by 27 per cent in 
1984-85 . compared with the previous 
fiscal year. The 118.000 tons El Al 
airlifted earned it S105 million, or 24 
per cent of the carrier's total income. 

Much of the business has no con- 
nection to Israel. Last summer. El 
Al, which until then had flown only 
as far as New York, opened lines to 
Chicago and to Los Angeles. Since 
thenELAlpIanes returning from Los 


Angeles bave been carrying 
Japanese cargo on its way to West- 
ern Europe. Cargo from Japan 
accounts for about half of all the 
cargo carried from Los Angeles. 

The new lines also allowed El Al 
to earn 1 its own cargo to the western 
U.S.. rather than sending it on 
American airlines planes. 

According to Ya’acov Yaron, El 
Al’s vice president for marketing, 
airlines all over the world are ex- 
periencing a boom in cargo traffic, 
apparently due to worldwide cutting 
down on inventories because of the 
high cost of storage. This results in 
firms sometimes needing large or 
unexpected shipments of parts.

Kollek: All talk, no action on Jerusalem

Prime Minister Peres talks nicely 
about his obligations to Jerusalem, 
but nothing has changed in the long 
history of government inactivity on 
the subject. Mayor Kollek said dur- 
ing an interview on Kol Yisrael 
yesterday. 

Asked what the government 
should do. he shouted that he has 
repeated the answer to that question 
for the past 20 years and will not 


repeat it again because nobody lis- 
tens anyway. 

"The government is very stupid 
about dealing with cities, and parti- 
cularly Jerusalem/* he said. "One of 
these days, we will all pay a very high 
price for this.” 

On relations between Jews and 
Arabs in Jerusalem, he said that the 
Arabs enjoy the city's property as 
individuals but collectively consider 
themselves under occupation, which 
he said is only natural. 

“When you meet them individual- 


ly. they smile. In a group, they are 
afraid to say they are satisfied. It 
may take a generation or two." 

When the interviewer mentioned 
the recent murders of a Jewish and 
an Arab taxi driver in Jerusalem. 
Kollek replied that more Jewish taxi 
drivers are killed in New York than 
in all of Israel, including Jerusalem. 

"We don't yet know if the motives 
for these killings were nationalistic, 
but even if they were, we shouldn't 
draw the conclusion that peaceful 
coexistence cannot work," he said.

Schmidt contrasts Israel’s ‘vitality’ with ‘Euro-sclerosis’

TEL AVIV. - Former West German 
chancellor Helmut Schmidt left 
Israel on Friday at the end of a 
y visit - his first in 20 years - 
“deeply impressed” by the 
tremendous sense of vitality he said 
he found in the country. 

“You compare extremely well to 
what the Americans call ’Euro- 
iderosis’ when they refer to the tired 
nood of Europe, he told a farewell 
.dinner given in his honour by MK 
Abba Eban at the Tel Aviv Hilton 
Jotel. 

When the after-dinner discussion 
re red to Israel-Egypt relations, the 
»crman Social Democratic Party 
SPD) leader, who highlighted bis 
loseness to President Hosni Mubar- 
k and his predecessor, Anwar 
adat, remarked that after having 
ret Mubarak a week ago “I 
ouldn’t be so optimistic.” 

Schmidt explained his Egyptian 
ientfs case: “He wants to get back 
to the Arab world. He has great 
Ttnestic problems. Mubarak will 
’« stick his neck out. The murderof 


Sadat has taught him to be hyper- 
conscious. What the Egyptians fear 
is that Israel's economic problems 
and the make-up of its coalition 
government will make it difficult for 
Israel to move.” 

Eban replied that it would help the 
cause of peace if Mubarak came to 
the conference table with Israeli 
leaders headed by Prime Minister 
Peres. 

"So far Mubarak has done nothing 
that he might not have done with the 
previous Likud governments/’ Eban 
pointed oat. Eban dwelt on the 
momentum actual negotiations cre- 
ate, recalling how the late Moshe 
Dayan dropped his insistence on 
“keeping Sharm a-Sheikh rather 
than peace” the moment Sadat 
reached Jerusalem. 

Former ambassador Asher Ben- 
Natan. a confidant of Peres, urged 
the SPD leader to treat the Egyptian 
president's argument with sceptic- 
ism - for “not all the concessions 
have to come from us.” 

Eban referred to the prospects of 
negotiations with a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation and their like- 


ly affect on the coalition partnership 
with- the Likud, which he argued is 
disinclined to negotiations as such. 
Saying there are signs that some 
Arabs are moving toward accept- 
ance of an accommodation, Eban 
quipped: “The question is, will we 
take yes for an answer?” 

The former foreign minister dis- 
cussed the proximity of the position 
of “half the government" and that of 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz, according to which the 
Palestinian members of the prop- 
osed Jordanian delegation "would 
not have the word PLO written all 
over their chests.” 

S chmi dt interposed: “You cannot 
really insis t on foe right to veto pan 
of their delegation. They could do 
the same to you.” Eban replied “It's 
not the same; it’s a question of their 
legitimacy, our's is not in question." 

Eban said that foe Americans had 
given Israel to understand that 
Mubarak and Jordan's King Hussein 
are ready to talk. The Americans 
also said foe Palestinians had sof- 
tened their position, and that they no 
longer talked of an independent 


state. Should the peace process get 
going, he said, it could determine the 
government's duration, with Labour 
and foe Likud having to take the 
"war-or-peace" issue to the electo- 
rate. 

Economics and Planning Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi explained to Schmidt 
and to the other SPD guests the 
background to the tough measures 
due to be adopted at today's cabinet 
meeting. Ya’acobi was critical of the 
government’s “malfunctioning." 
arguing that nearly eight months had 
been allowed to slip by without foe 
adoption of any real economic mea- 
sures. 

“Our economic troubles are not 
foe outcome of any weakness in 
Israeli industry, agriculture, tour- 
ism. or management-labour rela- 
tions," Y'a’acobi said. “They are the 
result of erroneous political policies 
conducted during the Likud years, 
aggravated since 1981 by a flood of 
imports without corresponding ex- 
ports." he said. That was compound- 
ed by the cost of the Lebanon mis- 
adventure of $3.5 billion and the cost 
of the re-deployment of the IDF

Stringent anti-terrorist laws 
already are in force in Sikh- 
dominated Punjab state, providing 
for dosed courts, shifting burden of 
proof to the accused and providing 
detention without trial for up to two 
years. 

The proposed Terrorist Disrup- 
tive Activities Prevention Bill is the 
first comprehensive legislation deal- 
ing spedfically with terrorism and 
would be in force for two years after 
the parliament approves it. The law 
could thereafter be extended by the 
parliament. 

The wave of well-planned 
transistor-radio bombings May 10 
and 11 killed 45 people in the capital 
alone and 40 others in three neigh- 
bouring states. It was the biggest 
operation by Sikh terrorists outside 
Punjab, prompting the government 
to introduce new laws. 

The proposed bill broadly defines 
a terrorist as someone “with an in- 
tent to overawe the government or 
to strike terror in the people or to 
alienate any section of the people or 
to adversely affect the harmony 
among different sections." 

Terrorist acts, punishable by 
death, life imprisonment and lesser 
terms cover any activity causing 
death or injury by bombs, dynamite, 
other explosives, firearms, poiso- 
nous or noxious gases, chemicals or 
any other hazardous substances. 

The opposition sought time to 
discuss the broad emergency powers 
given authorities to abridge civil 
liberties to fight rising violence, 
claiming the laws were open to 


buted in Punjab by militants praising 
slain extremist leader Jamai! Singh 
Bhindranwale and extolling the two 
Sikh assassins of Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi as “martyrs.” 

The proposed bill prohibits any 
book, pamphlet, paper, writing, re- 
cord, video tapes, painting or any 
representation which question or 
disrupts the sovereignty of India. 

Sikh militants are fighting for a 
national homeland in the Punjab, 
with greater political and religious 
autonomy within the political 
framework of the strategic northern 
state bordering on Pakistan. The 13 
million Sikhs form 2 per cent of 
India's predominantly Hindu 750 
million population. 

Meanwhile, a Sikh accused of the 
assassination of Indira Gandhi went 
on trial on Friday. 

The courtroom appearance by 22- 
year-old Satwant Singh, a former 
security guard, and his two Sikh 
co-defendants was the first time they 
have been seen by journalists since 
the October 31 killing. 

Satwant Singh, accused of murder 
and conspiracy, is charged in court 
documents with firing 25 shots from 
his carbine into Gandhi's body. 

Police say a second Sikh security 
guard. Beam Singh, also fired at her 
but was killed on the spot by other 
guards. Satwant Singh was wounded 
10 times and for months was partially 
paralyzed. 

His co-defendants are charged 
with conspiracy and abetting the 
killing. They are Kehar Singh, an 
uncle of Beam Singh, and Balbir 
Singh, another member of Mrs. 
Gandhi's security team. If con- 
victed. all three face the death penal- 
ty.

Japanese mine documents 
seized after blast kills 62 


TOKYO. -Police investigators sear- 
ched through the company office at 
the Mitsubishi Min ami Oh Yubari 
mine in northern Japan yesterday 
and confiscated 80 documents re- 
lated to safety after a gas explosion 
killed 62 miners Friday, a police 
spokesman said. 

No company officials were 
arrested yesterday but police issued 
a search warrant on suspicion of 
professional negligence resulting in 
-death. 

Japan’s second -mining disaster in 
three weeks occurred during a Fri- 
day afternoon shift change when a 
gas blast, apparently caused by an 
abrupt ignition of gushing methane, 
ripped through the mine's deepest 
.shafts. Twenty-four were injured, 10 
seriously, the company and union 
officials said. 

A mine safety-board official said 
the explosion was so powerful that 
six coal wagons were blown off their 
tracks and mining tools went flying 
along the shaft. 

Three weeks ago, 11 coal miners 
died in another mine explosion on 
the southwestern island of Kyushu. 
That mine also belongs to the Mitsu- 
bishi Coal MiniDg Co. 

A team from the Ministry of Inter- 


national Trade and Industry', which 
is responsible for Japan's 11 major 
coal mines, also started investigating 
the cause of the gas explosion at the 
mine in Yubari, a coal mining town 
about 900 kilometres north of 
Tokyo. 

Opened in 1970, Minami Oh 
Yubari is the fifth largest of Japan's 
30 coal mines and accounts for near- 
ly 7 per cent of the nation's coal 
output. 

Geologists have long regarded the 
Yubari region asnotorious-forpock- ■ 
ets of compressed methane gas 
which can burst into coalmine shafts. 

Safety precautions at the mine 
were thought to be among the best in 
the world after advanced gas-testing 
sensors were installed following a 
similar gas explosion which killed 17 
Minami Oh Yubari workers six years 
ago. (AP, Reuter)

Sinn Fein to be ostracized 
despite gains in Ulster poll

The agency said Dos Santos also 
said that South Africa had deployed 
its withdrawn troops along Angola's 
border with South West Africa, 
which is also known as Namibia. 



BELFAST (AP). - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher’s government 
says it still will not talk with Sinn 
Fein despite gains by tbe legal poli- 
tical wing of the outlawed IRA in 
Northern Ireland's. municipal elec- 
tions. 

The two Protestant parties, which 
won 332 of the 566 seats at stake, 
also said they would ostracize Sinn 
Fein representatives. 

“There will be no fraternizing with 
these godfathers of gunmen, bom- 
bers and murders,” said a joint state- 
ment from foe two parties, which 
demand permanent union with Bri- 
tain. 

In final results announced Friday, 
Sinn Fein had won 59 seats, gaining 
representation on. but no control of 
17 of 26 local councils. It was the first 
time Sinn Fein had competed in 
municipal elections. 

Nicholas Scott. Parliamentary 
Undersecretary of State for North- 
ern Ireland, said Friday night that no 
British government ministers would 
meet with Sinn Fein councilraen un- 
til Sinn Fein renounced its support 
for IRA violence. 

Scott said in a statement it would 


be an insult to the people of North- 
ern Ireland for ministers to do busi- 
ness with people who supported the 
IRA's armed struggle to drive foe 
British from the province. 

The mainly Roman Catholic IRA 
wants to unite the predominantly 
Protestant province with the over- 
whelmingly Catholic Irish Republic 
under socialist rule. 

The main Protestant party, tbe 
Official Unionists, led by James 
Molyneaux, won 190 seats, and the 
extreme Democratic Unionists, led 
by. the Protestant firebrand, Rev. 
Ian Paisley, won 142 seats. Together 
they captured 59 per cent of the 566 
seats and announced a pact to ostra- 
cize Sinn Feins newly-elected coun- 
cilmen wherever possible. 

Tbe municipal elections are politi- 
cally important but Northern Ire- 
land's local councils have few real 
powers. Britain effectively runs the 
province and has foe final say on 
road main tenance, bousing, plan- 
ning, sewerage and water supply. 
The councils do little more than 
organize trash collection and school 
meals. 


Kuwaiti princess fined for beating maids 


LONDON(AP). - A Kuwaiti prin- 
cess who admitted beating two maids 
with metal wires and a riding crop 
was given a six-month suspended 
sentence, fined £500 and ordered to 
pay the women a total of £2.750. . 

Judge John Hayman told Princess 
Simiya af-Sabah, 30, before sentenc- 
ing her on Friday that she had in- 
flicted “barbaric” beatings on the 
two maids. Samsul Ariffa, 26, of Sri 
Lanka and Lexmi Swami, 45, from 


India. 

In February, her sister, Princess 
Faria al-Sabah, received a similar 
sentence for the same offences. The 
princesses are half-sisters of the 
Emir of Kuwait. 

Prosecutor Timothy Longdale 
told the court the two maids were 
illiterate and totally dependent on 
the princesses, who brought them to 
London where they regularly spent 
foe summer. 


TEHERAN. - Saudi Arabia's Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al-Faisal arrived here yesterday for a surprise visit 
which diplomats described as an apparent breakthrough 
in relations hitherto characterized by deep suspicion. 

Saud's two days of talks with Iranian officials were 
expected to focus on Iran's war with Iraq and Saudi 
support for Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. It was the 
first visit by a Saudi minister to Iran since the overthrow 
of the Shah six ye*is age. 

In the Saudi capital, Riyadh radio said Prince Saud was 
on a two-day visit for talks on regional and bilateral 
issues, at the invitation of Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati, who was at tbe airport to greet him. 

Official sources in Riyadh pointed out that the visit 
comes a day after the Ir anian government received an 
appeal from an Islamic committee for a cease-fire with 
Iraq during the Moslem holy month of fasting, Rama- 
dan, which begins tomorrow. 

Iraq has said it is willing to observe a cease-fire during 


tbe month, but made this conditional on a similar 
response from foe Teheran leadership. 

Iran’s Interior Minister Ali Akbar Natek-Nari yester- 
day said several people were arrested during anti- 
government and anti-war demonstrations in Teheran on 
Friday. 

The demonstration, during which residents said 
thousands of people blocked several of foecapital's main 
roads with their cars, was foe biggest in two years against 
the government and the 56-monfo-old war with Iraq. 

Asked about reports of demonstrations in other cities, 
including Isfahan, Tabriz and Mashad, in recent days, 
Natek-Nuri said several people had been arrested after 
demonstrators clashed with security sources in Mashad 
in eastern Iran. He made no mention of other such 
incidents. 

Iranian exile groups and other sources say a wave of 
demonstrations swept Iranian cities in recent weeks to 
protest the continuation of foe war. (Reuter, AP] 


Aid for homeless after Philadelphia fire 


PHILADELPHIA (AP). - U.S. 
government officials Friday offered 
49 te mp orary homes, rent subsidies 
for 60 displaced families and $1 mil- 
lion. to help rebuild a neighbour- 
hood destroyed during a battle be- 
tween police and a radical cult. 

Housing and Urban Development 
Secretary Samuel Pierce Jr., sent to 
tour foe devastation by President 
Reagan, announced the emergency 
aid at a news conference. 

“The president is deeply saddened 


by what occurred, and he asked me 
to do everything I possibly can to 
help remedy this situation,” Pierce 
said. 

A police helicopter dropped a 
bomb on the Move stronghold Mon- 
day. At least 11 members of the cult, 
including four children , died in the 
resultant fire that burned 61 homes 
and left 270 homeless. 

' Mayor Wilson Goode estimated it 
would take S8m. to rebuild the 
neighbourhood.

Denktash to seek Turkish Cypriot presidency

NICOSIA (AP). - Turkish Cypriot 
leader Rauf Denktash announced 
Friday he will be a candidate on an 
independent ticket in foe presiden- 
tial elections in the breakaway Tur- 
kish Republic of Northern Cyprus 
on June 9. 

Denktash recently said he would 
be ready to meet again with Cypriot 
President Spyros Kyprianou to start 
intercommunal peace talks to 
reunite the island republic after 
general elections for tbe 50-member 


Northern 
June 23. 

Denktash told a news conference 
Friday that he would work on a new 
draft agreement for a Cyprus solu- 
tion with parliament and the new 
government after the elections. ' 

Denktash said a draft agreement 
must protect foe rights of Turkish 
Cypriots, and that if the sides reach a 
final agreement the Turkish Cyp- 
riots will bold a referendum on it.

PEKING (AP). - A Communist 
Party crackdown on unauthorized 
money-making and other L “unheal- 
thy tendencies'' has netted 563 party 
and government officials id Peering, 
party disciplinarians revealed yester- 
day. 

Several big frauds have been un- 
covered. 700,000 copies of erotic and 
lurid tabloids seized and 3.5 million 
yuan (SI .2 million) in fines and illeg- 


al profits collected, said the head of 
the capital's disciplinary inspection 
commission, quoted by foe official 
English-language China Daily. 

“Unhealthy tendencies’' became 
rampant in Peking late last year 
when officials, seeking to cash in on 
Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping's 
market-force reforms, defied parry 
rules by setting up trading com- 
panies. 


Moscow asks West to join in Mars project 


MOSCOW (AP). - The Soviet Un- 
ion and foe European Space Agency 
of Western European countries have 
agreed to cooperate on a new Mars 
probe to be launched in 1988, the 
official news agency Tass reported 
Friday. 

Tass also said that the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences had suggested 
to ESA member countries meeting 
in Leningrad this week that they 
partidapate on a “large scale.” 


According to Tass, “Project Pho- 
bos” will be launched in 1988 to orbit 
Phobos, one of Mars' two natural 
satellites. Phobos is foe dosest to 
Mars and has a diameter of about 11 
kilometres. It is believed to be an 
asteroid caught in Mars* gravity. 

The Soviet Academy's Institute of 
Space Studies said that the 
spacecraft will be put in Mara orbit, 
and will also study the sun. 


MOSCOW (AP). - Last week's 
meeting in Vienna between U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz and 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
was “important and useful” but pro- 
duced no solutions to problems in 
bilateral relations, a Soviet offirial 
said on Friday. 

The spokesman also said there are 
no firm plans for a summit between 
President Ronald Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev, although 
“both sides are interested” in such a 


meeting. 

“The fact that there was a meeting 
in itself is positive,” he said. “It was 
rather long (six hours), and a very 
detailed exchange of views on a wide 
range of questions.

First Lady of 
dressmaking 

Lola Beer is honoured by Tel Aviv University 
today. Diana Lerner describes 'this suberb 
craftswoman/ 


IN HER BOOK The Impossible 
Takes Longer, Vera Weizmann, 
wife of Israel’s first president, de- 
scribed Lola Beer as “not only a very 
talented designer, perhaps the best 
in Israel, but... also very gay, pretty, 
graceful, with a great deal of vitality 
and strong views; just to see her is 
uplifting.*' 

The description in the Weizmann 
volume of Israel's First Lady of 
Dressmaking, who immigrated to 
Palestine from Czechoslovakia when 
khaki was the national dress and who 
radically changed the style to classic 
European lines, could be applied to 
Lola Beer today. 

Today. Tel Aviv University will 
honour Lola Beer and her husband 
Dr. Avraham Ebner by dedicating 
the Lola Beer Ebner Floor of the 
Faculty of Visual and Performing 
Arts and by inaugurating the Lola 
Beeer Ebner Scholarship Fund in 
Fine Arts. 

Lord Sieff of Brimpton will be 
guest speaker and Prof. Avraham 
Ronen, head of the Renaissance and 
Baroque Section of the Art Depart- 
ment will deliver an address on "Art 
and Fashion.” 

On this subject. Beer, too, has a 
great deal to say: art and fashion are 
intertwined, -great designers -have 
often found inspiration in paintings. 
Fashion design is definitely a crea- 
tive art, the product of inspiration, 
interpretation and creativity. Beer 
asserts. 

In 1972, she was awarded the 
Chevalier de 1'Ordre des Arts et des 
Lettres by the Minister of Culture of 
France. Other recipients of this 
award include Picasso. Arthur 
Rubinstein and Marc Chagall. 

Beer immigrated from her native 
Prague 45 years ago. "I never 
thought I would be able to work 
here," she admits. Then, however, 
came the mass immigration from 


Europe and those who did not wear 
khaki were eager to restore the man- 
ner of dress they had known. Even 
the kibbutz women gradually be- 
came interested in dress. Beer gave a 
course in dressmaking at Deganya 
and was a pioneer in designing 
clothes for the working womaiT(sold 
at Hamashbir stores) as well as the 
uniforms for El AI hostesses and 
hotel personnel. 

Today, two-thirds of her clients 
come from abroad to her sunny 
workshop on Rehov Hayarkon in 
Tel Aviv at least once or twice a year 
to be fitted by this superb crafts- 
woman. Lola Beer's suits are world 
famous. The collections she has sent 
over the years for Israeli fashion 
shows at fund-raising events in the 
U.S. have become a tradition. 

When American singer Dinah 
Shore visited here, several years 
ago. Beer made a dummy of her 
figure and then moulded an entire 
set of gowns which she shipped in 
time for the star's weekly television 
shows. 

One of the founders of the Friends 
of Shenkar College of Design and 
Textile Technology, Beer asserts: 
"Israel fashion has also become in- 
ternational. We have come. a long 
way- jsince -those- early-daysj.we- are 
training a very gifted group of young 
designers who are creating an in- 
teresting, international style.” 

As hard-working as ever, Lola 
Beer still starts her work day at six 
a.m. and ends it after five in the 
afternoon. She retains her slim fi- 
gure and natural glamour without a 
trace of make-up and exudes the 
same vitality and radiance Vera 
Weizmann described. 

Present at the Tel Aviv University 
ceremony will be her personal 
friends and famous clients, among 
them World Wizo President Raya 
Yaglom and Rahel Dayan.

The reasons for rejection included 
libels, . defamatory statements, 
"curses," and other expressions 
which would disgrace either the wri- 
ter or the newspaper that printed 
them, according to the study. 

The letters on the need to improve 
life in this country made a variety of 
suggestions: paying wages every 


week (which will supposedly help 
solve the “overdraft" problem), 
appointing a “belt-tightening minis- 
ter,” forcing people to receive a 
receipt from anyone working in the 
“free professions,” (such as dentists, 
plumbers, teachers, etc.) so that the 
latter will be forced to carry their foil 
burden of taxes, and so on. 


Tbe second and third most popu- 
lar editorial letters demanded some- 
thing else: that government leaders 
set an example in everything they 
preach. If a minister, it was 
reasoned, favours public transport, 
why shouldn't he also ride in the 
same type of transport - not in his 
Volvo? (One letter noted that a 


minister in Denmark was not 
ashamed to ride a bicycle to get 
around. ) 

The fourth category of letters, said 
Tal, also dealt with the behaviour of 
the ministers. Couldn’t they refrain 
from calling each other names, wri- 
ters asked. 

Next in liqe. according to the 
study, were letters dealing with the 
numerous nips abroad taken by 
ministers and other officials in light 
of the country's grave economic 
situation. 

The letter writers were of all back- 


grounds - from academicians to far- 
mers. including one prisoner in the 
Ramie prison. 

Researchers noted that the letters 
came in “waves." For example, the 
Abuhatzeira trial created one wave, 
and the heart operation of Rabbi 
Shlomo Goren abroad brought 
another, as did the ostentatious wed- 
ding staged by MK Avraham Sha- 
pira for his daughter. 

The greatest number of letter wri- 
ters lived in the Tel Aviv area: there 
were more than twice as many from 
that city as from Haifa, and three 
times as manv as from Jerusalem. 


Other cities with considerable num- 
bers of writers were Ramat Gan, 
Rebovot. Netanya. Herzliya. Beer- 
sheba. B’nei Brak. Ramat Hashar- 
on, and Bat Yam. 

Tal noted that “rhere seems to be 
a small group of ‘letter-writing 
addicts' in the country, who ‘feel’ the 
problems of the country, and give 
expression to their feelings." 

Some of them. He added, even 
showed an "outstanding literary 
ability. "

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Israel and Egypt cooperate 
in research on cotton growing PEKING 


China taxes foreign 
business retroactively 


Some glamour is lost, but diamonds still sparkle

TEL AVIV. - About 550;000 
dunams of cotton were planted last 
month. This is about the same as last 
year, although fanners did not make 
much profit because prices were low 
< in international markets. 

Things do not look much bener 
this year, with prices still going 
down. At the end of April, the price 
was $0.66 a pound. One of the main 
reasons for this is that China, once 
an importer of cotton, has become 
over the past two years one of the 
■world's largest producers and expor- 
ters of cotton. 

Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
Abraham Katz-Oz, who himself 
comes from a kibbutz (NahaJ Oz) 
which plants a lot of cotton, said that 
the prices are not going to get better, 
and that there may even be a turn for 
the worse. 

He said that he had just returned 
from rhe U.S. . where he learned that 
the government is planning to slash 
ail supports to agriculture. One of 
those to be hard hit will be the cotton 
growers. 

further, and this in turn will bring 
down world cotton prices. 

Despite this gloomy forecast, no 
research is in progress to find 
alternative agricultural production. 
Just the opposite, there is research 


into ways of increasing cotton pro- 
duction both in Israel and in Egypt, 
which is already one of the world's 
leadmg producers of cotton. 

This research is carried out 
through the San Diego California 
Peace Foundation, and is a huge 
project, even by international stan- 
dards. It has about 60 researchers 
from Israel and Egypt, plus 100 
technicians and field workers. 
Strangely enough, this project has 
not been affected by the political 
problems of the two countries. On 
the contrary, it has received the 
encouragement and support of the 
agriculture ministries of both coun- 
tries. 

The research calls for the growing 
of industrial crops, mainly cotton 
and various vegetables, using saline 
water. 

If this research project succeeds, 
it will have a revolutionary effect on 
Israel, Egypt and many other arid 
countries. About 90% of Egyptian 
territory is desert. 

According to Israeli scientists this 
research could make possible the use 
of hundreds of millions of cubic 
metres of saline water, and almost 
the entire Negev could then be culti- 
vated. But since the main crop will 
be cotton, what will Israel, Egypt 
and other arid countries do with 
their surplus cotton? 


PEKING (AP). - China announced 
yesterday an unexpected tax on fore- 
ign firms retroactive to January 1 in 
what some Westerners saw as evi- 
dence that the country's bard- 
currency reserves are down and the 
government needs cash. 

The 15% “enterprise income tax” 
will be levied on foreign offices that 
earn money from services and con- 
sultation, reports in the state-run 
press said. 

They also said a 5% “industrial 
and commercial tax” will be levied 
on all foreign , Hongkong and Macao 
enterprises starting June 1. 

Observers linked the retroactive 
tax to a recent tightening of Chinese 
spending, delays in loan repayments 
and sudden cancellations of foreign 
business deals. 

I Automated blood-typer 
for Magen David Adorn 

A computerized blood-typing 
machine capable of typing and clas- 
sifying 120 units of blood per hour 
went “into operation last week at 
Magen David Adom’s central blood 
bank in Jaffa. 

The new unit, which cost 
S250.000, is a joint gift of the Amer- 
ican, British and South African 
Friends of Magen David Adorn.

TEL AVIV. - “Israel: World’s di- 
amend exporter number one" is the 
proud slogan, posted for many years 
on the tall building of the Ramat Gan 
Diamond Exchange. Unfortunately 
it is no longer true. India has surpas- 
sed Israel in the quantity and the 
dollar value of its exports. 

In Israel the diamond branch has 
also lost much of its former glamour. 
It is no longer the miracle child of the 
country's industry. In its record 
year, when net exports of diamonds 
polished here exceeded $1400 mil- 
lion. the industry accounted for over 
30% of all industrial expons. Last 
vear this share was down to onlv 
20 %. 

Still, more than one billion U.S. 
dollars in exports of one single com- 
modity, polished diamonds, is an 
impressive figure. A small advance 
of 3.5% was recorded over the pre- 
vious year. 1983. 

The same trend is discernible 
when sales of the first three months 
of 1985 are compared to those of the 
January-March period of the preced- 
ing year. With exports of $300 m.. 
compared to only $276 m. in 1984. 
the advance is an even more satisfac- 
tory 6.6%. In April 1985 sales in- 
creased sharply, bringing the aver- 
age advance for the Januarv-April 
period to 15%. 

However, when these exports are 
analyzed in more detail, it emerges

that the increases are due to the 
better performance in one market 
only; the United States. Always the 
most important buyer of Israeli 
polished diamonds, the U.S. purch- 
ased nearly S5P0 m. worth of pre- 
cious stones from Israel in 1 9S4. 13% 
more than in the preceding year. A 
record high, surpassing by an ample 
margin Israel's sales in tbe record 
year 19S0. when "only'’ 5454 m. 
worth of stones were bought. 

This trend continued during the 
early months of 19S4. Sales to the 
U.S. increased no less than 23% 
over the same period of the previous 
vear. Meanwhile, overall sales, 
although satisfactory, increased far 
less. Sales to Germany, the United 
Kingdom. France and Italy- 
amounted together to only S58 m. in 
19&4. compared rooverS73m. in the 
previous year, a drop of over 21%. 

This trend continued during the 
first three months of 1985. when 
Europe bought 11% less than in 
1984. When "one considers that in 
1980 these four European countries 
bought more than S200m. worth of 
diamonds from Israel, one realizes 
that this formerly important marker 
has shrunk io less than 30% of its size 
four years ago. 

Of cou rse the hefty i ncrease in the 
value of the dollar over European 
currencies has something to do with 
this drastic decline. But ir neverthe- 
less seems that Israel is retreating 
from its strong position in a pre- 
viously important market. 

Sales to the Far Easr dropped only 
a few percentage points in 1984, 
compared with 1983. In the first 
months of 1985 they even increased 
somewhat. Far worse was the record 
of sales to the so-called transit coun- 
tries. to which diamonds are sent for 
resale to third countries. These third 
countries for reasons of foreign cur- 
rency regulations, taxes or political 
convictions do not want to buy 
directly from Israel. Here the drop 
from 1983 to 19S4 was nearly 17%.

slumped further, by more than 20%. 

Although the hefty- advance in 
sales to the U.S. outweighed all 
these setbacks and total exports in- 
creased, the overall picture can 
hardly be called gratifying. 

Moreover, it should be taken into 
account that sot all sales were those 
of diamonds polished here. Since 
1985 polished stones can be freely 
imported into Israel. Therefore part 
of the figures mentioned here, usual- 
ly estimated at over 10%. are re- 
exports. 

In addition, the average price real- 
ized for the stones cannot be consi- 
dered satisfactory. The record of 
$600 per carat achieved in 1980 drop- 
ped to about 5500 in 1981, around 
$450 in 1982, where it remained in 
1983. In the following year a slight 
rise, to about S460, took place, with 
the price in the first months of 1985 
being $438. 

The sensitive statistic of returns as 
a percentage of gross exports rose in 
1984 and 1985. Since imports also 
decreased, the industry remained an 
important foreign currency earner 
for Israel, although less so than in 
previous years. 

The net amount of foreign curren- 
cy earned during 1984 is usually 
estimated at about $250 m., not a 
negligible amount. 

It can be said that after the impor- 
tant restructuring of the industry in 
1983 and 1984, with many new small 
firms replacing a few big ones that 
closed their doors, the industry as a 
whole is in a healthier state now. 
Working with small profit margins, 
more own capital, which make the 
enterprises less dependent on expen- 
sive bank credit, business has almpst 
returned to normalcy. Wages are 
lower than they used to be, which 
makes Israel competitive with other 
centres, . including India. This is

development

an active buying and selling market 
offering a variety of stones-at co® 
petitive prices. There is - a health 
demand for most sizes and shapes 
prices are right. Ibis leaves ana 
profit margins for the manufactm 
ere, bur the industry has leaned t- 
cope with this. The outlook for th 
future is encouraging as long as th 
economic situation' in the printim 
market, the U.S., remains satirise 
toiy. 

In tbe supply of roughs importar 
changes have also taken place i 
recent years.

nished. Many stones are. distribute 
through important dealers. A fm 
share of the roughs is also bough 
outside, mostly in the principal maj 
ket of Antwerp. 

The future of the industry depend 
on the successful marketing of th 
increased production of rough d- 
amonds. In most mines, especially i 
the recently discovered ones i 
Western Australia, the quantity c 
stones fit for polishing is increasing 

The Johannesburg-based D 
Beers organization, still the dons 
-nant force in the diamond world, i 
optimistic. This feeling is based on 
continuous increase in the number c 
people acquiring diamond jewefr) 
For 1984 this increase was estimate 
at 6% world-wide, in dollars. 

By continuing to regulate the mai 
ket for rough stones, De Beers be 
lieves it will be able to push sales c 
polished diamonds, as it did in th 
past. This augurs well for the futur 
of Israel's diamond industry - n 
longer the country's miracle dak 
but still a very valuable asset to h 
economy.

WEMBLEY, England (AP). - Man- 
chester United, down to 10 men for 
the last 40 minutes, scored a drama- 
tic J-0 win over Everton in extra time 
to lift the 1985 English F.A. Soccer 
Cup. 

After 111 minutes of an evenly- 
balanced final. Northern Ireland in- 
ternational Norman Whiteside 
broke the deadlock with a magnifi- 
cent curling shot into the comer of 
the net. 

United's victory prevented Ever- 
ton becoming the first English team 
ever to win three major trophies in 
the same season. They had already 
won the league title and the Euro- 
pean Cup Winners Cup. 

The 104th final, televised in 56 
countries, never lived up to expecta- 
tions as both managers opted for an 
extremely cautious attitude. But it 
burst into controversy 10 minutes 
from the end of regulation time. 

United centre back Kevin Moran 
was sent off after fouling Everton 
midfielder Peter Reid. A distraught 
Moran, the first player to be dismis- 
sed in a Wembley cup final, had to be 
restrained by his colleagues as he 
protested to referee Peter Willis. He 
was escorted from the field, in tears, 
by manager. Ron Atkinson. 

But unexpectedly instead of help- 
ing Everton towards retaining the 
Cup they won here last year, 
Moran's dismissal served only to fire 
United's 10 men. With striker Frank 
Stapelton moving into the back four 
and substitute Mike Duxbury replac- 
ing Arthur Albiston at leftback. Un- 
ited regrouped and took the game to 
the Merseysiders champions with 
character and commitment. 

Six minutes into the second period 
of extra time. 20-year-old Whiteside 
burst into the penalty area, took 
advantage of a slightly hesitant Ever- 
ton defence and curled a brilliant 
left-foot shot wide of goalkeeper 
Neville Southall. 

After the final whistle referee Wil- 
lis was booed off tbe field by both . 
sets of fens while Moran, who did 
not collect his winner's medal on the 
victory podium from the Duke of 
Kent, received it in the dressing 
room afterwards. 

For United, it was the second F.A. cop success 
in three years and tbelr sixth In all. 

Asked about the dismissal, Ron 
Atkinson said he did not think 
Moran's tackle on Reid was the sort 
of “professional” foul that referees 
regard as a sending-off offence. “It

looked as if Kevin was closing in to 
try and win the ball. He realized he 
had got to win it. It's the sort of 
tackle that happens a million times in 
a game. 

"O.K. It’s a foul. But there's no- 
body in the world who's going to tell 
me that was a deliberate attempt to 
play the player and not the ball.” 
said Atkinson. 

Peter Reid, the Everton player 
who was fouled, said the dismissal 
was an injustice to the United play- 
er. “There's no way he should have 
gone, it wasn't a blatant foul, it was 
just that he was a bit fete.” he said. 

At the start of the match, the 
players and fans observed one mi- 
nute's silence in memory of the S2 
people killed in last weekend's soccer 
stadium fire in Bradford. 

All the players wore black arm 
bands as a mark of respect to those 
who lost their lives.’ 

On Thursday night West Ham 
secured their First Division future 
for another season with a 1-0 win at 
Ipswich. The valuable three points 
hauled the Londoners dear of the 
bottom three, leaving Coventry and 
Norwich to determine who goes 
down with Sunderland and Stoke.

A plea for boldness 

A short time ago. immediately after the last basketball game had 
been played, an official committee of the National Basketball 
Association met to evaluate the pasr season and to discuss several 
suggested changes in the rules for the coming season. The committee is 
comprised of members representing management of all the associa- 
tions and clubs that participate in basketball. 

• One important issue was how many changes in personnel will be 
allowed in one season, as the current rule states that each team can 
make only two changes each year. A second question is how many 
contract players can be included on each squad. At present only one is 
permitted. 

Obviously, decisions about such issues will have a profound effect 
on all teams and their plans for next year. But so far the committee has 
produced only one decision - not to decide on anything as yet. They 
agafe CaHed 3 *°^ ow ‘ u P meet ' n S for May 29. at which time they will try 

Their failure to come to any conclusions is not a surprise, because 
this committee historically has not gained a reputation for doing what 
is best for basketball. Instead, each participant is more concerned 
about how any change will effect his own team, based on the team's 
current status. In past years, some members concentrated strongly and 
banded together to produce rules that might have a negative effect on 
perennial champions, Maccabi Tel Aviv. Thus the rule installed 
several years ago to limit the number of changes a team can make each 
season, was an obvious attemp to stop the rich from getting richer. If 
you can t beat Maccabi Tel Aviv on the court, then beat them in court. 

An old story comes to mind that exemplifies best" the present 
positions of these committees. 

One night, shortly after he had fallen asleep, a citizen of a small 
town was visited by an angel. The angel said to the citizen that he had 
been selected from among the entire population to be granted a wish. 

He could take the rest of the night to deliberate, but by daybreak be 
must be prepared to give his decision. But the angel said that there was 
one condition, whatever the citizen wished for, he would in fact 
receive, but his neighbour would automatically be given twice as 
much. The citizen needed -no further time for deliberation. He was 
prepared to make his wish immediately. The angel agreed and asked 
what the wish was. Replied the citizen: “I want toj3e made blind in one 
eye.” 

In fact, the problems are by no means insoluble. The question of 
how many guest players are allowed is not that difficult when put in the 
perspective of the league as a whole. Most European leagues allow two 
contract players. If that is the standard, and our local teams want to 
participate in European competitions, then we must allow ourselves to 
be competitive and must adopt the same rule, or drop out of the 
various championships. 

Since it won t help local basketball if we withdraw from European 
competitions, then the choice is easy; Israeli dubs must be allowed to 
hire two contract players to play in the league, if the 'dubs so desire, 
and not just one. as our current rule states. 

Another agenda item not that hard to resolve is what to dewith 
players who convert to Judaism so that they can play basketball. All 
such converts or players who marry local dtizens should be obliged to 
wail three years before they can play as locals. Prior to the end of the 
three year limit they can still play, but can only do so by playing as 
contract players from abroad. 

One more suggestion may help. Now is not the time to be concerned 
about salary limits. What is far more important is the development of 
fiscal responsibility on the part of management at the dub level. Many 
teams with high payrolls are haring trouble meeting their financial - 
obligations. Unfortunately, at least as many teams with much smaller 
payrolls ae encountering the same problem. It’s not the amount of 
money, but how it is managed. Changing the rales on salary limits 
won't come close to helping solve the problems. 

Although basketball as a whole has still managed to grow despite the 
shenanigans of committees that are made up of members who appear 
to act only in self-interest instead of the good of the sport, it's about 
rime that-the powers-that-be should start to think more in long-range 
terms about what is good for the sport.

Who pays for it all? 


THERE ARE expectations that the cabinet, spurred by last 
month's sharp rise in the Cost-of-Living Index, will today 
announce a new cluster of economic measures. 

Reportedly, these new measures may include a rise in the 
Value Added Tax, with a commensurate reduction in income 
tax, cuts’ in subsidies in basic commodities and public trans- 
portation, increased import duties, a freeze on new govern- 
ment contracts, and an increase in the travel tax. And yesterday 
the public was informed that the Labour Party’s ministers, in a 
caucus, had decided to propose a new tax on the self-employed. 

In addition, of course, there is a packet of tax measures lying 
dormant on the table of the Knesset Finance Committee, 
awaiting the pleasure of Avraham Shapira and his fellow MKs, 
or another tongue-lashing from the prime minister. 

While the political level ponders, the public is on the move. 
In anticipation of price rises, supermarket shelves were once 
again ransacked on Thursday and Friday, and in anticipation of 
devaluation, despite the continuous denials, the public has fled 
in haste to dollars and dollar-linked securities. 


What is not visible in all this hectic activity is coherent 
economic thought and coherent economic planning. 

What troubles the public - though not ail the public - is 
inflation. What troubles the government is the pressure on the 
state's foreign reserves and the danger that it will become 
increasingly difficult to finance government deficits by foreign 
loans. 


Unwilling or unable. Israeli governments, including the 
present one. have found it difficult to deal with the deficit by 
cutting official spending. So they have created inflation by 
manipulation of the exchange rate and reducing subsidies in 
order in this way to cut the public's spending. But in doing so 
they have only led the public to covet foreign currency all the 
more, which is then squirrelled avfey or smuggled abroad, 
further lowering the level of foreign reserves. Moreover, 
because of the universal linkage system, this contrived inflation 
does not effectively reduce the public's spending. On the 
contrary, the declining value of the shekel promotes consump- 
tion. 


Thus, as an instrument of policy this contrived inflation has 
long since been proved to be worthless. Why then does the 
government continue to pursue it? 

The only apparent answer is that despite all the hue and cry it 
benefits many people and many powerful groups. Inflation, for 
example, has wreaked havoc upon the income tax system - for 
some. While salaried employees dutifully have their wages 
taxed - and heavily - at source, commercial enterprises go scot 
free because the law governing taxation under inflation is so 
complex and so little given to implementation that the tax 


authorities have simply stopped collections. And those self- 


employed who can afford good lawyers and good accountants 
to navigate the legal loopholes benefit as well. 

■ That legally untaxed money finds its way to raising the level 
of consumption and draining the foreign reserves just as 
efficiently as does the money deriving from illegal tax evasion. 

For a good many years now the government response to this 
inane situation has been to pursue the policy which causes it 
with ever greater determination - thus inflation is deployed 
with more energy and taxes driven up with more zest. As a 
result, we have ever more inflation and ever less tax revenues 
(and greater government deficits) because there are ever 
greater means and ever stronger motives for illegal and legal tax 


evasion. 


Holding the bag for this merry circus are the salaried people 
of this country. They pay taxes. They subsidize the evaders, 
promoted by the government's policies, and they subsidize the 
government's inability to cut its own spending! 

It is time, therefore, for the government to recognize that this 
policy is economically useless and socially unjust. Inflation can 
no longer be considered a legitimate instrument of policy, and 
ever greater taxes can no longer be considered its legitimate 
handmaiden. 


Instead, let the government adopt a policy of currency 
stabilization. This in itself, if credible, will bring dollars out 
from under their various hiding places boosting the foreign 
reserves. And let it begin to tax all those who benefit from the 
continuing refusal of Mr. Shapira and his committee -and some 
in the cabinet as well - to implement the Steinberg committee's 
tax reforms, which would reduce the scope of what is now a vast 
legal evasion system. 

And let it lower its own spending, including defence, but also 
including that vast network of political fiefs where our politi- 
cians and politically-affiliated vested interest groups thrive, 
without accountability, oiUaxpayers' money. 

Doing that, it Would then probably be unnecessary to prevent 
Israelis from going abroad by a system of fines, unnecessary to 
bleed our universities, and unnecessary to continue to force the 
country's salaried employees to pay for everyone else's free 
lunch.

on the credit- worthiness of foreign 
countries. 


Congress, of course, must still 
pass legislation authorizing and 
appropriating the two-year sup- 
plemental package. It must still also 
enact the $1.8 billion in military and 
$1.2 billion in economic grants in- 
cluded in the regular 1986 fiscal bill. 
This will require a lengthy legislative 
procedure, but its eventual success is 
almost taken for granted. Israel, 
after all, remains a popular com- 
modity on Capitol Hill. 

This combined $4.5 billion in eco- 
nomic and military aid to Israel now 
before the Congress will be crucial in 
determining the success or failure of 
the current efforts in Israel to turn 
around the economic crisis. But 
many people in Washington are 
already beginning to conclude that 
even this record sum will not be 
enough, especially because of what 
they believe are the still-inadequate 
economic reforms enacted in Israel. 

They are uncertain about the wil- 
lingness or ability of the national 
unity government to take major new 
political risks by imposing additional 
budget cuts and austerity measures. 

Administration officials, in fact, 
seem convinced that Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres. Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i and their colleagues 
will not even have the incentive to do 
so as long as they see that Israel’s 
friends in Washington are willing to 


NOW. TWO VERY important 
senators. Democrat Daniel Inouye 
of Hawaii and Republican Bob Kas- 
ten of Wisconsin, have formally 
come forward with yet another in- 
itiative aimed at helping the Israeli 
economy. 

Their proposal, circulated among 
the other 98 senators this past week 
in a "Dear Colleague" letter, would 
reduce the interest rate on Israel's 
outstanding military loans from 
roughly 12 per cent to only 5 per 
cent. This is a lower concessional 
rate offered to many of America’s 
most needy defence customers. 

Israel currently pays the U.S. ab- 
out $1 billion a year in servicing its 
existing $10 billion American debt. 
Israel entered into that debt, for the 
most part, in the years since the 1973 
war. Almost all of it pays for arms 
purchased in the United States. 
Israel no longer receives loans from 
the United States; last year, the 
Reagan Administration established 
the precedent of providing all econo- 
mic and military assistance in the 
form of outright grants - with no 
repayment necessary. 

The Inouye-Kasten proposal, if 
approved, would immediately save 
Israel some $500 million a year. 
Over the entire lifetime of the ex- 
isting loans, moreover. Israel would 
save nearly $8.5 billion. 

“We would like it fully understood 
that our amendment does not cancel 
or forgive the repayment of debt by 
Israel," they said. “Under this prop- 
osal, Israel will repay every penny of 
principal that it has borrowed from 
the United States in military loans. 
Moreover, it should be understood 
that our amendment reduces only 
the interest rate charges for existing 
loans: the secretary of the treasury 


would still collect $6.4 billion in 
interest on outstanding FMS (fore- 
ign military sales) loans to Israel." 


their intention to formally introduce 
the amendment when the foreign aid 
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BUT THE CATCH, Inouye and 
Kasten acknowledged, is the im- 
mediate cost to the U.S. Treasury of 
this interest-rate buy-down. The 
amendment, they said, would re- 
quire, under U.S. law, an additional 
congressional appropriation of 
approximately $3.9 billion, or the 
present value of interest payments 
which would be foregone over the 
lifetime of existing loans to Israel. 

Kasten is the chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee on Foreign Operations. Inouye is 
the ranking minority member and a 
former chairman. They are. among 
the most devoted of Israeli suppor- 
ters in Washington, and their sup- 
port is based on moral, religious, 
political and military concerns. 

They also truly believe in Israel as 
not only a friendly, democratic and 
reliable ally but also as a strategic 
asset of the first degree. This was 
made amply dear in their six-page 
letter of May 8: 

“The people of Israel, at great cost 
in blood and treasure; have done 
their utmost to preserve their secur- 
ity and independence,” they said. 
“United States interests in the stabil- 
ity of the Middle East dictate the 
necessity of helping to maintain 
Israel as an independent, democratic 
nation with a bright future of econo- 
mic and human development. That 
is the intention and the objective of 
our amendment. 

“It is important to recognize that 
this effort seeks to correct long-term 
difficulties. It is costly because it 
directly addresses the most serious 
economic difficulty confronting 
Israel; it is not a superficial gesture: 


appropriations bill comes up on the 
Senate floor. That will be after the 
final passage of the separate author- 
ization legislation. 


WHAT IS FASCINATING, howev- 
er, is that not all of Israel’s best 
friends in Washington believe in 
what Inouye and Kasten are trying to 
do. They fear that it could seriously 
backfire and work against Israel's 
interests. 

As it is, these critics say, Israel 
already is the largest individual reci- 
pient in the foreign aid bill. There 
are already hefty pressures on mem- 
bers of Congress to cut the proposed 
federal budget in order to come to 
terms with America’s mounting 
annual deficits. Why overload the 
Israeli circuit? 

Israel, so far, has been fortunate 
in not seeing a major debate unfold 
in the United States on its aid prog- 
ramme. There is a widespread con- 
sensus right now in both parties in 
support of the package. But an addi- 
tional request for nearly $4 billion - 
required to buy down the interest 
rates on the outstanding military 
loans - could trigger an outcry. It 
would spotlight, many Israeli sup- 
porters fear, the already large sums 
slated for Israel. 

This is widely understood among 
many Israeli officials in Washington 
as well as American Jewish political 
activists. But they find themselves in 
an extremely awkward position. 
They face a major dilemma. They do 
not want to anger Inouye and Kas- 
ten . two of their major allies in the 
Senate. But they fear the possible 
reaction in Congress, the adminis- 
tration and the American public at 
large.

SOCIAL WELFARE is big business 
in Israel. It isn’t just a question of 
money: as a matter of fact, it is quite 
difficult to estimate the amount 
spent annually on promoting the 
social welfare of the Israeli citizen. 

A look at the 1985-86 Budget 
“blue book” would tell only part of 
the story: missing is the foreign aid 
provided primarily by the U.S., and 
the immeasurable amounts contri- 
buted by voluntary groups and indi- 
viduals. 

As in any business establishment, 
the social welfare authorities must 
make short- and long-term decisions 
on how to distribute resources in 
order to maximize results." 

There has never been a surplus of 
money in this country for social - 
welfare, but while there was enough 
to continue expanding services to a 
variety of populations, decisions re- 
garding the distribution of funds 
were relatively uncontroversial. To- 
day, however, the question is where 
and how much services should be 
cut. 

The dilemma facing soda! welfare 
policy-makers today is one of 
criteria. For a businessman, there is 
usually only one consideration: will a 
decision increase or decrease pro- 
fits? 

Welfare economists, recognizing 
this as inappropriate in their field, 
have created a concept very similar 
to profit called utiUty. But since this 
concept is still not completely under- 
stood even by welfare economists 
themselves, business economics and 
management would seem to provide 
a more rational framework for 
dedsion-making- 
Suggesting a closer relationship 
between welfare and capitalism 
might sound like a revolutionary 
idea in a country whose founding 
prindples are based on “sodalism” 
and “the welfare state." But there is

an ever-increasing awareness that 
the government is incapable of ful- 
filling the central role which these 
concepts imply. 

While, to date, disturbances and 
strikes have been kept to a minimum 
by promises emanating from the His- 
tadrii't elections, there is little doubt 
that as life becomes tougher, more 
and more people will look to the 
government to solve their problems, 
at the same time realizing it was the 
government who caused them in the 
first place. 

There is reason to believe that the 
government will be able to help by 
means of extraordinary U.S. aid. 
But this aid. provided by a conserva- 
tive government to which gov- 
ernmental involvement in the pri- 
vate life of the dtizen is anathema, 
will certainly carry a price - probably 
induding the demand that our gov- 
ernment change the nature and in- 
tensity of its involvement in the 
day-to-day life of its dtizens. 

This involvement in soda! welfare 
almost total.

plans programmes, provides ser- 
vices. funds programmes and reg- 
ulates them. And while the govern- 
ment had the resources to do all this, 
few people were concerned. 

Today, however, it is becoming 
increasingly evident th3t centraliza- 
tion has inhibited a truly regulatory 
or evaluative role which would have 
made these services more effective, 
effident and equitable. 


IN A BUSINESS framework, com- 
petition determines whether your 
product does what it is supposed to 
do, with the least possible expendi- 
ture. and whether it actually reaches 
the right people. If it doesn't, you 
will go out of business. If your costs 
exceed your income, it is also pre- 
dictable that, over a period of time, 
your business will collapse. 

The government, in its role as 
planner and regulator, should be 
interested in examining sodal wel- 
fare with an eye to effectiveness, 
effidency and equity. But since the 
government also provides the funds 
and services, the situation is rather 
like a court case where the plaintiff, 
defendant and judge are ail the same 
person. 

A few seeds of change have begun 
to germinate. What is needed is a 
mixture of public, private and volun- 
tary groups, each assuming separate 
functions. 

While no one in this country as yet 
conceives of a free competitive wel- 
fare market, there are those who 
subscribe to a “mixed economy” of 
welfare. While the government 
should retain its regulatory function, 
all parties would partidpate in plan- 
ning, providing and finandng ser- 
vices. 

Our health care system is an ex- 
isting example of the mixed eco-

nomy theory. Unfortunately, it is a 
bad example. The power of the Hjs- 
tadnit makes government regulation 
impossible. Health Ministry services 
are impoverished, and private health 
care is only accessible to those who 
are willing and able to pay. 

Another more recent and hopeful- 
ly better example is the Ministry of 
Labour and Welfare’s service for the 
retarded. 

Within the last few years. AKIM, 
a national voluntary agency, has in- 
creasingly become a provider of ser- 
vices for the retarded in the com- 
munity and an American non-profit 
organization has opened a branch in 
Israel providing rehabilitative ser- 
vices for the retarded in the Jeru- 
salem area. 

Private, usually family, ownership 
of hostels and group homes for the 
retarded have been a part of the 
Israeli scene for many years, and 
discussions are now being completed 
on transferring a large institution for 
the retarded, presently run by the 
government, to a voluntary orga- 
nization. JDC-Israel, either directly 
or through the Association for the 
Development and Improvement of 
Services for the Handicapped and 
Retarded (AMI), also supports in- 
novative programmes in this area. 

As the development of a mixed 
welfare economy expands in a varie- 
ty of forms, it is crucial that the 
government should understand its 
new role. 

At the outset, it must certainly 
continue its funding of social welfare 
services. While funds raised from 
private and voluntary sources can 
eventually supplement government 
finandng to improve services and, in 
difficult Times, to maintain the same 
level of services, massive reduction 
of governmental support within the 
near future is unthinkable. 

While the government will retain 
at least part of its funding role and 
reduce its role as provider of ser- 
vices. it must look ahead to expand- 
ing its function as regulator and 
planner, something it has not ade- 
quately understood in the past. 

To provide the management con- 
trol essential for ensuring that wel- 
fare programmes are effective, effi- 


dent and equitable, the govemmen 
will have to develop monitoring sys 
terns which policy makers can use t 
evaluate and make decisions abot 
programmes which they are no lor 
ger directly providing. 

We are far from the point wher 
we can provide families in need wit 
a gram with which they can purchas 
health, educational and sodal sei 
vices from a variety of options, a 
they might items in a free comper 
tive market economy. But the got 
erament, as the major purchaser c 
services, can now become mar 
objective in making those deceit 
which will affect the welfare “ 
dtizens.
